It is said that the world court idea i 
is beginning to loom 
larger 
in the ! 
mind of Mr. Harding as the central I 
nucleus of his world peace plan. The I 
general conception has features that ( 
commend it, provided the old problem 
of putting teeth into the plan can be I 
solved. 
There lies the difficulty. 
It j 
might not be impossible to insert the I 
teeth, but the difficulty comes in do­ 
ing it in such a way tha the resultant 
organization shall not resemble too j 
closely the League of Nations laid | 
down at Paris. The “Harding League’’ 
has to be made 
different from the 
“Wilson League” 
in order to avoid 
stultifying the whole republican rec­ 
ord and maintain the pretense that 
there was some real and sound reason 
for the republican opposition to the 
covenant. 
There is still another reason, how­ 
ever, why the labors and cogitations 
of Mr. Harding and his coterie of 
“best minds” at Marion are not espe- 
dally encouraging. If they are to get 
the world to accept the substitute plan 
that they are going to offer, they must 
show the world some reason why the 
plan which the world has already ac­ 
cepted should be abandoned. In oth­ 
er words, they must prove that the 
present plan—that is, the League of 
Nations— is bad. 
Hence the whole 
trend of their effort must be to dis­ 
credit and destroy the excellent and 
promising beginning that 
has been 
made at Paris and Geneva towards 
laying the foundations for world 
peace. 
There is no sound reason for w ic k ­ 
ing that beginning. 
It is a good be­ 
ginning and it is an outrage that it 
should now’ be imperilled in order to 
save the faces of sundry 
American 
politicians. 
Sincere Americans who 
are also sincere lovers of peace find 
themselves in a puzzling and disagree­ 
able 
dilemma. 
They 
wrant to see 
America in a world organization for 
the maintenance of peace, but they do 
not wrant to witness the demolition of 
the great wrork that has already been 
done towards establishing such an or­ 
ganization. Some of them, a t ; any 
rate, are going to find themselves un­ 
willing and unable to help Mr. Hard­ 
ing and his “best minds” blow' up the 
peace foundation already laid in or­ 
der to make room for the new and 
probably inferior ones which they 
want to lay.

ANOTHER WILSON CRITICISM. 


Paul Sieppel, a writer on interna­ 
tional affairs, who was in Paris during 
the peace conference, 
has 
recently 
published his views of that gathering 
and is frankly critical of the men 
composing it. 
Along with the others, 
he criticises President Wilson for some 
of the things done and states that 
when the president reached the point 
in the negotiations where he found he 
c ould not get all the things he desir­ 
ed in the treaty he should have retir­ 
ed from the conference and, at the 
head of the entire American delega­ 
tion, returned to the United States, 
thus throwing a monkey wrench in the 
machinery that would have put every 
wheel out of focus. 
It is impossible to believe that any­ 
body outside of a few 
fanatics and 
ignoramuses thinks that President 
Wilson should have followed this 
course. It was certainly vastly better 
to stay in the game and get the best 
Treaty and Covenant that he could 
get than abandon the whole effort and 
smash the Peace Conference. 
More­ 
over, if he had done the latter and de­ 
nounced the governments of Europe 
as above suggested, 
it is extremely 
likely that many, and perhaps all, of 
those governments would have been 
overthrown to be succeeded not by 
stable democratic regimes but by tem­ 
porary make-shifts which would have 
collapsed rapidly into Bolshevism. Eu­ 
rope at that time was a powder maga­ 
zine and if the president had thrown 
a match into it, there would certainly 
have been a terrific explosion the re­ 
sults of which might well have been 
fatal for civilization. 
Moreover, what 
would have been 
the reaction in America if President 
Wilson had done what these foolish 
critics of his now say that he should 
have done? If he had*denounced the 
Allied 
governments 
in 
association 
with which we fought and won the 
war and had smashed the Peace Con­ 
ference and thrown all Allied Europe 
into confusion of which the Central 
Powers would have been quick to take 
advantage, how swiftly and fiercely 
his political foes in this country, ea­ 
gerly 
awaiting 
their 
opportunity, 
would have leaped at his throat! They 
would have roused the whole country 
against him in a week; the American 
government itself, firmly founded as it 
was would have tottered. 
President Wilson has his weakness­ 
es, and his work has its defects. This 
is true of every mortal man that ever 
lived. 
But the trouble with most of 
the criticism of the president and of 
his record is that nearly all of it is 
pitifully narrow and a great deal of it 
almost incredibly stupid. 
Thus he is 
solemnly denounced 
because he did 
not do things which, if he had done 
them, would have meant colossal dis­ 
aster and perhaps irrevocable ruin. It 
is almost as hard to be patient with 
this kind of criticism as with the com­ 
moner practice of calmly ignoring ev- 
rything in President Wilson’s career 
and record, except those things done 
that did not actually work out as hop­ 
ed for at the time they were done.

BOARD MAPS OUT PUN 
FOR CHANGES IN TAXES 


New York. Dec. 27.—Recommen­ 
dations for a radical revision of the 
federal tax law calling for a cur­ 
tailment of approximately one bil­ 
lion dollars a year, were made pub­ 
lic yesterday by the tax committee 
of the national industrial confer­ 
ence board. 
The report, expressing the opin­ 
ion 
of 
only 
the 
committeemen 
themselves, will be submitted as a 
basis for discussion of the third na­ 
tional 
industrial 
tax 
conference 
which will convene here January 
21-22. 
The report of the committee rep­ 
resents the following recommenda­ 
tions which would reduce federal 
revenue: 
Repeal of the excess profit tax, 
which would diminish the federal 
taxes to the extent of 900 million 
dollars per annum. 
Reduction of surtax rates, which 
would entail a loss of 200 million 
dollars annually. 
A provision that business losses 
for any year should be deductable 
from the income derived during the 
succeeding year, or the preceding 
year, if the income of the succeed­ 
ing 
year 
is 
insufficient, 
which 
would curtail taxes 50 million dol­ 
lars yearly. 
The committee opposed a sale or 
turnover tax in the recommenda­ 
tions for remedial changes. These 
changes, the report stated, would

MISSOURI’S HUNDREDTH YEAR. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


August IO of the new year will 
mark the one hundredth anniversary 
of the admission of Missouri to the 
Union. The date is historic and wor­ 
thy of celebration not only as a step 
in the upbuilding of the richest and 
most powerful confederated republic 
of all time, but also in that it signifies 
the first clear cleavage 
among the 
states in the battle against human sla­ 
very. 
Missouri made application to con­ 
gress to form a state government in 
February, 1820. 
Instantly there was 
an open struggle for dominance be­ 
tween the free and slave states, then 
evenly balanced in the Union. 
The 
pro-slave states were eager to wel­ 
come Missouri as an addition to their 
ranks, but the opposition was equally 
determined that she should come in a 
free state or not at all. 
After bitter 
controversy a solution appeared possi­ 
ble in the proposal to accept Maine, a 
free state, then knocking for admis­ 
sion, along with Missouri, thus pre­ 
serving the old balance. The outcome 
was the famous Missouri compromise, 
embodied in a conditional act, declar­ 
ing that in all of the Louisiana terri­ 
tory north of the thirty-sixth degree 
and thirty minutes, 
north latitude, 
Missouri alone excepted, slavery and 
involuntary servitude, otherwise than 
in punishment for crime, shall be for­ 
ever prohibited. 
Missouri was thus offered the op­ 
portunity to come in as a slave state, 
but the anti-slavery forces considered 
it a victory for them in establishing a 
geographical division for the solution 
of future cases. 
Others were not so 
sure that the compromise did not con­ 
tain the seeds of conflict and disunion. 
The aged Jefferson, in retirement at 
Monticello, was keenly apprehensive. 
He wrote a prohpetic letter to John 
Adams, in January, 1821, in which he 
said: 
The real question, as seen 
in the states afflicted with 
this unfortunate population, 
is, are our slaves to be pre­ 
sented with freedom and a 
dagger? For if congress has 
the power to regulate the 
conditions of the inhabitants 
of the states it will be but 
another 
exercise 
of 
that 
power to declare that all 
shall be free. 
Are we then 
to see again Athenian and 
Lacedemonian 
Confedera­ 
cies? To wage another Pelo­ 
ponnesian war to settle the 
ascendency between them? 
Or is this the tocsin of mere­ 
ly a servile war? That re­ 
mains to be seen; but not, I 
hope, by you and me. Sure­ 
ly they will parley awhile 
and give us time to get out 
of the way. 
After the compromise, 
Missouri 
held a convention, framed a constitu­ 
tion and elected state officers in Aug­ 
ust, 1820. 
She then applied to con-,, 
gress for defnite admission, but a reso­ 
lution to that effect was voted down. 


The anti-slavery representatives, pe­ 
rusing the new constitution, discover­ 
ed a clause forbidding free negroes to 
come within the state. 
They insisted 
upon the elimination 
of this clause, 
but Missouri refused to accede. 
It 
was not until the summer of 1821 that 
the deadlock w*as broken by a resolu­ 
tion admitting Missouri, on condition 
that its legislature would enact no law’ 
carrying the objectionable clause into 
operation. It was a bitter pill for those 
sturdy 
and 
self-reliant 
members 
of our First 
Legislature, 
but 
they 
gulped it dow’n, under solemn protest. 
on June 27. The proclamation of the 
acceptance of the condition w’as issued 
on August IO. 
And now we witness one of these 
strange reversals of history in behold­ 
ing in our legislature on the centennial 
of Missouri’s admission to the Union 
the first and only negro ever elected 
to that body. 
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FIELD MARSHAL WILSON.

Brazil has manifested her friend­ 
ship for America, and her desire to 
honor President Wilson for his great 
services during the wrar, by making 
him an honorable field marshal in the 
Brazilian army. This is the first time 
a republic has ever conferred such 
rank upon a foreigner, and President 
Wilson is the first American president 
ever to be offered such 
an 
honor. 
Whether he wTill accept it is not yet 
known, but inasmuch as American of­ 
ficers were allowed to accept decora­ 
tions and orders of knighthood from 
European rulers there would seem to 
be no obstacle in the way of the presi­ 
dent, who is the commander-in-chief 
of the American army, accepting this 
distinction from Brazil. 


Governor-elect Hyde declares that 
he is unalterably opposed to home 
rule for St. Louis and Kansas City, as 
far as the police and elections affairs 
are x concerned.

flicts had in part been cleansed by 
his heroic behavior in 
the 
world 
war, the silent throngs gathered 
about the chapel where his 
body 
lay and listened to recitals of the 
best in his life. Eastman’s citizen­ 
ship, forfeited by his conviction of 
crime years ago, was restored 
by 
Governor Smith upon 
his 
return 
from France. 
The funeral rites 
were 
ri.nple. 
Uis so flier comrades ot the twen­ 
ty-seventh division were there to 
honor him as one ‘‘regenerated” in 
the war. They escorted the body to 
the cemetery to the sound of muf­ 
fed drums, where last honors were 
paid by a firing squad at the grave 
and a bugler’s notes of ‘‘taps.” 
The “Monk,” whose 
real name 
was William Delaney, wTas buried in 
the uniform of a soldier of company 
(i. one hum! ed and sixth infantry, 
with a victory medal over his heart 
and two wound stripes on his right 
sleeve. An American flag was drap­ 
ed over the casket. 
l i o of Eastman’s “buddies’' 
ar­ 
ranged his funeral. 
His 
platoon 
lieutenant attended it with several 
squads of wormer comrades. Friends 
and foes in the 
old gang 
feuds 
which shocked New York ten and 
twenty years ago were there 
with 
police detectives watching silently 
for a possible demonstration. 
The dead man s war record was 
commended, the singular chronicle 
of one of society’s outcasts, “come 
back” under driving intensity

war fervor and earnest patriatism. 
On a silver plate attached to his 
coffin, inscribed there by 
soldier 
friends, was this: 
“Our lost pal, 
Gone but not forgotten.”
